The free economies of the world hav e 
been interdependent for a long time. But the 
changing circumstances of headlong growth 
seem to be pushing them now toward tighter 
combination, just as companies in America 
are being propelled toward more and more 
mergers.

Th e -dev eloping European Economic Com- 
munitv , most often referred to as the “ com­ 
mon market.” is by all odds the most strik­ 
ing step taken in this direction. Linked with 
it. of course, is the European atomic energy 
pool. 
And now. from 
a 
highly 
responsible 
source, comes still another “ merger" pro­ 
posal. 
Warren Lee Pierson, chairman of Trans 
World Airlines and president of the Inter­ 
national 
Chamber of Commerce, 
recom­ 
mends an economic union of six Mediter­ 
ranean 
countries— Italy , 
France, 
Spain, 
Morocco, Tunisia and Algeria. 
In his v iew such a union would not run 
counter but would blend with the common 
market setup. The primary goal would be 
joint economic dev elopment— improv ed agri­ 
culture, road construction, airport and har- 
bor work, and similar master projects. 
Obv iously , 
such 
a 
self-help 
program 
would take burden off the United States 


gov ernment's aid efforts, for Pierson be­ 
liev es priv ate inv estment both here and in 
Europe should be encouraged to undertake 
projects in the area. 
th e plan hasn t been presented y et to 
the gov ernments concerned, but Pierson in­ 
dicates it has had the most careful thoug ht. 
If it worked out as proposed, it would ev en­ 
tually be linked with the European market 
union to make a still broader economic fab­ 
ric. 
Not the least of the adv antag es which 
might flow from this Europe-Africa com­ 
bination could be a demonstration to the 
nearby Middle East of what it means to 
work closely tog ether in harmony with the 
West. 
If the A l ab lands could see Western-led 
progress in spots like Tunisia and Algeria, 
with no hint of ex ploitation, then Arab- 
Western relations might take an important 
turn for the better. 
It is impossible to foresee at this stage 
what reaction Pierson’s plan will receiv e in 
high European circles. Perhaps most note­ 
worthy , howev er, is the simple fact that the 
idea has been proposed. Economic union 
among nations with relativ ely limited mar­ 
kets and resources appears increasingly to 
be a mark of the times.

A num ber of frantic m o thers hav e w ritten m e 
that they w ere at their w its’ end to kno w w hat to 
do abo ut tro uble with pinw o rm s in th eir children. 


This pa ia s itr ~ is also called se atw o rm , and. of 
co urse, has a technical nam e. It is both co m m o n 
and pe c u lia rly trying; to large nu m b e rs of people 
because it is so hard to elim inate. 


It has been estim ated th at abo ut 18 million peo­ 
ple in the 
United S tates and C anad a, and pe rh a ps 
208 million in the entire w o rld, a re unwilling hosts 
of this anim al parasite. 


P arasitic diseases, of w hich th is is one are a p­ 
parently spreading, acco rding to a 
repo rt issued 
last year. This is b lam ed on “ lack of knowledge, 
lack of interest, po o r diagno sis and failure to realize 
th e m isery parasite s c a u se .” 


Of the parasitic diseases, infestatio n of the in­ 
testines with pinw o rm s is one of th e m o st im po r­ 
tant. particu larly in children’. In children liv ing in 
institutio ns and in laige fam ilies the pro blem m ay 
be especially difficult because of the ease with which 
it spreads. 


Pinw o rm eggs are usually laid on the skin and 
m uco us m e m b ra ne ne a r the outlet of the bowel. 
This often pro duces sev ere itching, which in turn 


m ay lead to nerv ousness, sleeplessness, and ev en 
conv ulsions. 
Since there are other possible causes for such 
sy m ptoms, diag nosis must be made by taking swabs 
from the place where the w orm s ate likely to be and 
ex amining th# material under the microscope, 
If pinworms are identified, treatment can be 
started. Drug treatment has been used ex tensiv ely 
with satisfactory results in som e cases. 
Inv estigation of different preparations g oes on 
and sev eral new preparations are showing a good 
deal of promise and are reported as improv ing the 
chance of cure. 
If an outbreak of pinworm infection is discov ­ 
ered. treatment should be prompt and thorough. 
Children land g rownups! who are ex posed, as well 
as those who hav e definite sig ns of worms, must 
be g iv en information on hy g ienic measures. 
Careful and frequent washing of the hands with 
soap and w ater is the most important. Care about 
bedding, clothing and bathroom linen and facilities 
is indicated. 
Pinworms rarely or nev er disappear from the 
intestines wthout treatment. I do not know of any 
quick and simple means of solv ing the problem. 
Persistence, under the best av ailable adv ice, should 
, be the motto.

Apple Garnish for Duck 
Makes for a Gala Dinner

Roast Duck, Apple G arnish 


Soak ducks briefly rn ice-cold 
salted water. Drain and wipe dry. 
Place one peeled apple and one 
peeled onion in the cavity of each 
duck. Roast ducks in open pan in 
moderate (350 degrees F .) oven 


for 45 minutes or until crisp and 
lightly browned. 


Meanwhile, core apples, one for 
each serving. Peel a strip from 
top of each. Stick whole cloves 
around the top. F ill centers with 
a mixture of 2 teaspoons horse­ 
radish, I teaspoon raisins and V2 
teaspoon 
sugar. 
Sprinkle 
more 
sugar over the tops. 


When ducks are golden crisp, 
remove from oven, pour all pan 
drippings into boud. Place bowl in 
coldest part of refrigerator. A r­ 
range 
apples 
around 
ducks 
in 
roasting pan, cover pan with foil. 


Return to oven, lower heat to 
300 degrees F. and roast 2 to 3 
hours longer. Remove ducks and 
apples to platter. Keep warm. Re­ 
move all fat from chilled pan drip­ 
pings. Then thicken juices with 3 
tablespoons flour, slowly add 2*2 
cups stock, made by simmering 
neck and giblets in salted water 
as duck roasted. Simmer gravy 
until smooth and thickened.
